Proof That Secret Service Men Are Watch- 
ing the President and His Family. 


Buzzarp’s Bay, Mass., Aug. 20.—[Special.] 
—There has been some discussion at Washing- 
ton of the repurts thatsecret service men 
have been located at Gray Gables to guard 
the occupants. Inquiry at the White House 
has called forth positive denials. Neverthe- 
less there are three of these detectives located 
at Gray Gables.

He isa member of the secret service 
staff. Later Secret Service Agents Griffin 
from Washington and Hastings from New

BULLET FOR HAINES. 


NED WHITE, A NEWSPAPER MAN, 
SHOOTS HIM IN THE GROIN. 


The Assailant Finds His Bride Coming 
Home in Company with John K. Haines 
The Shooting Occurs at Cass and Erie 
Streets—It Is Understood the 
Couple Eloped Last May to Be Married 
“They Are Locked Up- Haines Wound 
Is Serious. 

Ned White, a writer in the sporting depart- 
ment of a morning paper, shot John K. 
Haines at Cass and Erie streets last night. 
Haines is suffering from a wound in the right 
groin, the extent and danger of which cannot 
be told until the bullet is located. White and 
Haines quarreled over the latter’s attentions 
to Mrs. White. White and his wife were ar- 
rested and taken to the East Chicago Avenue 
Poiice Station. Haines says he is editor of a 
trade paper, the Jron Age. | 

Last evening Mrs. White called on friends 
near her heme and returned to her boarding- 
house, No. 113 Cass street, in company with 
Haines. Her husband was awaiting her on 
the steps and saw the couple approaching.

At Pullman the party’ was met by Foreman 
Taylor and Draughtsman Rapp of the Pull- 
man company and Committeemen Rhode, 
Gladden, and Heathcote representing the 
former strikers. 

The Governor started into his inquiry at 
once, He said he wanted to see with his own 
eyes what the situation at Pullman was and 
determine for himself whether the destitution 
existed which was claimed. So he led a pro- 
cession of investigators over into the district 
where the working people live and 
rapped at doors, climbed staircases, and 
asked questions of astonished, men, women, 
and children. | 

The first person interrogated was a Mrs. 
O’Halloran, an old and almost blind widow, 
who lived in what had once been a comfort- 
ably furnished flat at No. 124 Fulton avenue. 
She said her family consisted of two boys, 
aged 19 and 14, and a girl of 21. The 
daughter had worked in the laundry and the 
eldest son was a brass polisher. They were 
both out of work now. The family had been 


receiving help from the Relief committee, but 


that had stopped Saturday, and all there was in 
the house to eat was a little flour which had 
not yet been used. When it was gone she did 
not known where any more food was coming 
from. She had been paying $12.60 a month 
for the flat and when they were working the 
boy received $1.60 a day and the girl 96 
cents. 

Across the street in Block B was a family of 
six of which the husband had returned to 
work and the wife reported that they had 
enough to eat. Next door was found Mrs. 
John O’Connor, who said her husband had 
worked six years for the Pullman company, 


but was now idle. 

„How are you fixed for food? asked the 
Governor. | 

„Pretty bad,“ she answered. She had 
three children and they had been supported 
by the Relief committe, but that had failed 
them now. “If it were not for the baby I 
would not care, said the mother in con- 
clusion. 

John Carlson, found in Block F, said he 
had but his wife in his family, but she was 
sick. He had been unable to procure any- 


‘thing to eat lately except some bread which 


he had divided with her. 


_ Specimen Cases of Starvation. 

John Erickson of No. 301 Fulton street 
told the same story. He had six in his family, 
had tried to get back to work but failed. and 
now had neither food nor money to buy it 
with. The Relief committee had been able to 
give him nothing for a week except two 
pounds of oatmeal and two of cornmeal and 
on that he and his family had lived. 

It was while this testimony was being taken 
that a little glivertisement took place in the 
shape of a few sharp words between Gov. Alt- 
geld and Mr. Rapp, representing the Pullman 
company. They tell me,” said the Gov- 
ernor, that you are here to intimidate these 
men and prevent them from testifyin§ to the 
truth, They also say that you are the man 
largely responsible for the cut in wages.”’ 

Mr. Rapp simply replied that such was not 
the case, and the inquiry went on, 

All the evidence gathered was practically 
the same. Whenever a family was found in 
which the husband or children had returned 
to work that family had something to eat, 
and was hopeful for the future. Wherever 
the breadwinners were still idle the pantry 
was empty and the members saw nothing but 
destitution ahead of them. The cases

party, which had by this time been swollen by 
accessions of the curious until there were at 
least 500 ia it, went over to the brickyards, 
There is a double row of frame shanties bor- 
dering au alleged street and forming what the 
facetious style the Midway Plaisance.”

In the city there are many more 
destitute families, but when you find one 
family in want you find a neighbor next door 
who has food and help to give it. The locality 
more or less takes care of itself. Here your 
destitute are all bunched. The families out 
of work have nothing and their neighbors who 
have gone to work are themselves without 
money and only able to get food through the 
credit which the fact that they are again at 
work gives them. You should alternate the 
work so that all the men can get a little 
and absolute starvation be avoided.” 


HOW THE SOLDIER BOYS CAN BE PAID. 


If Citizens Will Advance Money the State 
Will Pay Interest. | 

Gov. Altgeld, in talking with a reporter for 
Tue Tuinuxx yesterday about the payment 
of the militia for their work during the strike. 
said: “If Chicago business-men will ad- 
vance the money to pay the soldiers, taking 
up the vouchers at their face value, the State 
will pay 6 per cent interest on them from 
date until such time as they are taken up. 
They are practically a judgment against the 
State, and there can be no question about its 
liability for interest on them. 

“ That is the only way in which the men 
can get their pay now without scalping, 
as it is impossible for the State to pay the 
vouchers without an appropriation, and to se- 
cure that I would have to call an extra session 
of the Legislature, a thing I would not feel 
justified in domg.

Congressman Lafe Pence, the Populist 
member from Colorado, who achieved fame 
by defending Coxey and Browne and land- 
ing them in jail,” ashe laughingly put it, 
had scarcely brushed off the dust of travel on 
arriving at the Palmer House yesterday before 
he was called upon to meet a number of labor 
representutives of this city.

Sympathy. 

“I should got back far enough to say 
since railroad employés have been severely 
criticised, and more especially the officers of 


the organization, on account of the employés | 


ving gone out on a sympathetic 
strike, that the employés had griev- 
ances against the railroads themselves. 
It has been stated in the press and 
accepted as true by a great many ple that 
the railroad employés struck wholly theongh 
considerations of sympathy. That is not the 
fact. Last fall, or during the summer, when 
the railroads, many of m. were taxed to 
their capacity in handling World's Fair traffic, 
and at the openi of the Fair, there was a 
great deal of apprehension on the part of the 
public and on the part of the General Man- 
agers lest there would be a railroad 
strike during the time that the World’s 
Fair was held. We appealed to our 
members throughout the jurisdiction of 
the order not, under any circumstances, 
to resort to a strike during the Fair. We told 
them: It is your duty, your patriotic duty, 
to bear with patience any grievances you may 
have until this World’s Fair is over.’ The 
gentlemen of the board will, doubtless, re- 
member a great many wild rumors in the 
press prior to the Fair about the switchmen 
arranging e strike at the critical time and 
about. the other employés combining with 
them. And we were purposely all united in 
quieting that apprehension by appealing to 
the men again, under no circumstances, tc 
resort toa strike. There was no strike any- 
where during the World's Fair, but all worked 
together in harmony in the interests 
of the railroad companies until the close of 
the Fair; and the managers, some of them at 
least, promised, by implication, that when 
the Worid's Fair was over they would doubt- 
less fee! justified in 1 Seesenens in the 
wages of the employés. The files of the pa- 
pers will show that the employés were led to 
believe that after the close of the Fair they 
should receive com pensation for their faithful 
services during the period of the Fair. 

Quotes a Newspaper. 

In the meantime the general managers of 
the railroads —3 3 at Chicago, who al- 
ready had a General Managers’ Association, 
equipped their organization for the pur- 
pose of protecting their mutual inter- 
ests. I shouli like to 
here an article that 9 in 
the Chicago Herald of Friday. May 5, 1893, 
two months before the American Railway 
Union was instituted. The report says from 
this time on the association ‘took on a new 
lease of life, and today there is no more air- 
tight railroad organization on the face of the 
earth. All the roads have bound themselves 
to act exactly as if the strike were on their 
own line. Requisitions for men and equip- 
ments to any amount must be honored, and 
a refusual of enployés of other roads to do 
the work of the strikers will result iu their in- 
stunt discharge. Meantime, outside agents 
will be hired to ship in new men to take the 
places of the strikers.’ 

If your Honors please I would like to call 
special attention to this point: The strongest 
part of ‘the association agreement is the pro- 
vision which will practically force sym- 
pathetic strikes,’ and now the American Rail- 
way Union has been condemned by parties 
and by the public for engagimg in a sym- 
pathetic strike. Shortly after the General 
Managers’ Association was instituted upon 
this mutual protection basis it became ap- 
parent to the public and more to the railroad 
employés that the real, purpose, was that of de- 
creasing the wages of employés. Sept. 1, 
1893, they began systematically to re- 
duce the wages of employés through- 
out the country. This reduction took 
effect on the Louisville and Nashville system 
first. Under that reduction section men 
section men are very largely. represented in 
the Americap Railway Union—were reduced 
to 67 cents per day. 

Reduction of Wages. 

Now, the gentlemen of the commission 
will notice that, and it is a very important 
matter, as I regard it, in connection with this 
trouble, that in this methodical reduction of 
the wages no two railroads reduced wages 
the same time. That, to me, is very signifi- 
cant. It goes to show that there was a 
concert of action on their part to reduce 
wages throughout the country, and to do 
it in a way cot to arouse the opposi- 
tion of too many employés at the same time. 
After the Louisville and Nashville taken 
the initial step other roads followed in their 
order at intervals of from two to four weeks. 
The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
the Richmond and Danville, the Mobile and 


Ohio, the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 


Louis, in the South; and then they swung 
around and took in some of the Eastern 
roads, including the Baltimore and Ohio, the 
Big Four system, and, I think, the New En- 


ir struggle.

Un the Union Pacific, 
where the men were reduced 10 per 
cent in their waar, Judge Cald- 
well (the gentlemen of the board will 
doubless remember his scathing arraignment 
of the methods that were in operation there 
and of the policy of the members that had 
made such a reduction under such circum- 
stances) ordered the reductions restored. This 
created unrest in the minds of the American 
Railway Union. The employés had to a large 
extent lost confidence in the other railway 
brotherhoods, which had failed, in a gingle in- 
stance, to successfully resist these reductions 
that were gradually being made all over the 
country, and all of the delegates, therefore, 


came to tho meeting with the hope and expec- 


tation that the Railway Union would do some- 
thing to restore their wages and to protect 
them in their rights as employés. This is the 
reason we were so ripe to espouse the cause 
of the injured Pullman employés.’’. 

Commissioner Wright said:. Mr. Debs, 
vou have stated, I think, that your people ad- 
vised against the Pullman strike, which oc- 
curred on the 3d of May.“ 

** Yes, sir.“ 

** Yet you have stated that that grievance 


| appealed to your sympathy with such force 


that you were bound in your brotherhood to 
protect the Pullman employés.”’ 

** Yes, sir.“ 

‘Then, why did you advise against the 
strike, which occurred May 11! 

“* I advised against the etrike, as I stated, in 
the earlier part of May, when I knew nothing 
about the condition. As we had just gotten 
through the Great Northern strike, I wired 
back &ind said: Do everything in your power 
to prevent any strike from beimg inaugurated 
at this time. 

Was Not at Pullman. 


„Mou were not at Pullman or Kensington 
or in the vicinity of the Pullm anjworks prior 
to the strike then, personally?“ 

No, siz, I was not.“ 

„Nov, inform us what the action of your 
union would have been at this convention 
relative to a general strike had it not been for 
the existence of the Pullman strike? In other 
words, was the policy of the union affected, 
in your mind, by the Pullman strike to force 
an issue perewptorily or otherwise?” said 
Commissioner: Wright. 

No, sir; I would answer your question in 
this way: There would have been no trouble 
with the railway companies had it not been 
for the Pullman trouble. The delegates re- 
garding it as an inauspicious time for the in- 
auguration of a strike or any disturbance on 
account of the distressed condition of the 
country, but the grievances the delegates and 
their constituents had already suffered at the 
hands of the railway companies aggravated 
the condition and wrought them up to the 
point to at least espouse the cause of the Pull- 
man employés and that led on until the strike 
resulted.

“No, sir, it was not served on the railroad 
companies, but it was left with the represen- 
tatives of each road to serve that notice. 


There was no action taken on the part of the 


convention peremptorily for the reason that 
the American Railway Union was not regard- 
ed with favor by the railway companies. Asa 
general 7 they had done everything 
to retard its growth; they had refused it rec- 
ognition and refused to have any dealings with 
it in any way, shape, or form. It has always 
been customary for railroad managers, as a 
general proposition, to accord free transpor- 
tation to the officers of these organizations 
and the various railways to the officers of the 
different brotherhoods for the good they 
are supposed to do in the way of 
improving the condition or efficiency of 
the men. Such courtesies as other organiza- 
tions have already received have been denied 
to the American Railway Union. They have 
often refused to answer its communications or 
to recognize it in any way whatsoever, and 
the convention felt. as I am persuaded, that 
any notice of this kind would simply de ig- 
nored by the railway companies.”’ 


Service of the Notice. 


„% Was the notice, so far as you know, of 
this action of your convention served by the 
local union on the Illinois Central road of.- 
ficials or those of the Rock Island and Pa- 
cific?”’

“Of my own knowledge I know ee 
about their ability to pay thelr wages. 
should presume, though, from current re- 
ports if the property bad been hunestly man- 
aged they would have been amply able to pay 
their employés promptly. 

“Take the situation just as it was with the 
road in the hands of a receiver, with the con- 
ditions that were currently reported, what 
was the ability of the receivers to pay? 

% do not know as to that. Iam nat find- 
ing any fault, of course, with the receivers; I 
am not going to make any charge against 
them. I give it as my opinion. Pursuant to 
the order of the convention, practically the 
order of the 150,000 employés composing 
the union, because it was taken by the dele- 
gates by authority of their several unions; 
and I would like to emphasize this point for 
the reason that it has been repeatedly ciaimed, 
and it has been the source of a great deal of 

rejudice, I think, to our cause, that the Pres- 
dent of the union was a sop soa oy individ- 
ual and ordered the sirike; would like to 
have that point understood, that the strike 
was practically ordered by the rank and file 
of the membership of the order. I admit that 
when the reports came in from these com mit- 
tees and on what I knew myself 1 was ready 


as the President of the union to sanction such 


action. 1 do not wish to shirk any responsi- 


} bility for my act as the President of the 


union. I gave my hearty concurrence to the 
movement, I did not order it, bowever, nor 
did I have any voice in ordering it, but it I 


had had a voice in ordering it 1 should have. 


ordered it. On the 26th day of June, pursu- 
ant to the order of the convention, 
the employés began to refuse to 
haul cars. T officers of the Amer- 
ican Railway Union established temporary 
headquarters at Uhlich's Hall. We were 
careful to instruct the men, or to advise the 
men, rather, in our advisory capacity, not to 
take this action anywhere unless it was sanc- 
tioned by the majority of employés and they 
felt strong enough to make it effectual. We 
eaid it is not wise tor a few men to create 


trouble, and not to strike unless it is sanc- 


tioned by a majority of the employés and un- 
less it was certain that the employés of the 
body will stand by you in so doing. 

Wanted to Win as Men. 


„We said we want to win as becomes men. 
We want to win as becomes law-abiding 
citizens. We have got aright to quit in a 
body, and® our rights end there. The rail- 
road companies have the right to employ 
men to take our places, and their rights be- 

in there, and we have no right to interfere. 
When we saw there were grave apprehensions 
of trouble, we then deemed it our duty to do 
everything we could to prevent trouble, and

The Rioting. 

Mr. Debs went carefully over all the ground 
which was covered in the overtures for settie- 
ment and then he explaiged the principles on 
which the A. R. U. was operated. He quoted 
from the constitution of the order, and said 
the members of the A. R. U. did not partici- 
pate in any riot, disorder, or trouble, 

That is the extent of your observation?” 

“ — sir.“ : 

Lou would hardly tell us that you saw all 
of them at all times?™ * 1 

No. sir. But it seems to me it is proved 
positively, for of all the men that have been 
arrested and tried there are none members of 
the A. R. U., none against whom there are 
well detined charges of riot and disorder. 
They have been arrested for various alleged 
offenses, but not one has committed any act 
of violence. 

What, if anything did you do to ascertain 
whether your men were concerned in violence 
and have them report it to you?’ 

We did that to our committee, which 
called at headquarters every morning and ad- 
vised us. They were instructed to guard the 
company's property if they went near it at 
all and to apprehend any one that might be 
caught destroying property. That instruction 
was given again and again to the Central com- 
mittee that went out trom headquarters. We 
said we knew that if there was trouble, if there 
was disorder and riot, we would lose, because 
we knew enough by experience in the 
past that we had everything to lose by riot, 
and nothing to gain. We said the man who 
incites riot or disorder isour enemy, and we 
have got to be the first toapprehend and bri 
him to justice, so we called upon our — aie 
advised them, urged them to do everything in 
their power to maintain order, because we 


‘felt and knew if there was perfect order, there 


would be no pretext upon which they could 
call out the soldiers, or appeal for the- inter- 
vention of the court, and we would win with- 
out a question of doubt; thatit was only by 
disorder that we could possibly lose, and that 
disorder was not pert of the policy of the 
American Railway Union.”’ 

Didn't the officers of the A. R. U. protest 
against the employment of military forces to 
prevent rioting and violence?“ 


Hopkins and the Troops. 


“ ef protested against the introduction 
of Federal troops before the local and 
State authorities had been appealed to. 
Mayor Hopkins himself admitted, and it 
was a matter of record, that there was noth- 
ing here warranting the introduction of 
Federal troops. It was that that aroused the 
men and caused the trouble that subsequently 
ensued,”’ 

But you did not protest against the em- 
ployment of local troops? 

No, sir, not in the least. 

In that connection, Mr. Debs, I would 
like to ask you whether, so far as you know, 
the first acte of violence or destruction of 
property occurred before or after the Federal 
troops were brought here?”’ 


After Troops Came. 


„My best recollection is they occurred 
after the Federal troops were brought here. 
The real serious trouble that occurred hap- 
pened afterwards. There might have been 
some minor disturbances before, but nothing 
that would not have occurred in the ordinary 
course of affairs.

Until the 
American Railway Union was organized they 
had ‘no organization and they hed to submit 
to any injustice that was imposed upon them. 


That is the way the wages went down to star-

He told the 
story ot hisindictment and arrest, and then 
he said, as soop as the employés found the 
leaders had narrested, they became de- 
moralized and ended the strike. 

„It was not the soldiers,” he said, that 
ended the strike; it was not the old brother- 
hoods that ended the strike. It was simply 
the United States courts that ended the strike. 
Our men were in a position that > never would 
have deen shaken under any circumstances if

REVENUE STAMPS FOR PLAYING CARDS. 


New Designs Being Prepared by the De- 
partment=Error Affecting Drug. 

Wasuinetow, D. C., Aug. 20.—Commis- 
sioner Miller of the Internal Revenuc Bureau, 
in consideration of the changes which will 
be made in the rate of internal revenue taxes 
to be paid under the new act, has completed 
every arrangement for carrying it into effect 
as soon as it becomes a law. New designs of 
stamps for playing cards have been approved 
and the work of printing and packing them 
will begin at once, so that every revenue dis- 
trict in the country will be. supplied as soon 
as the stamps can be carried to them by the 
mails after the bill becomes a law. The at- 
tention of the Treasury officials was called to 
the point ofan error in the punctuation of 
section 10 of the free list, which might be 
construed to prohibit the importation of all 
drugs and medicines. After acareful reading 
ofthe original bill it was the unanimous 
opinion of the Treasury experts ‘that such a 
construction would be ferced and nonsensical. 
The Secretary, it was stated, would certainly 
rule out any point that all drugs were ex- 
cluded from importation, and it is believed 
the Supreme Court would sustain the ruling. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


Congressional Campaign Committees Pre- 
paring for the Fall Fights. 


Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 20.—The managers 
of the Congressional national campaign commit- 
tees are preparing for the fall campaign. Sen- 
ator Faulkner is at the head of the Democratic 
committee. The work thus far has been in pre- 
paring full statistics of districts, writing the 
campaign book, and in circulating documents. 
The statistics gathered are the most elaborate 
ever undertaken by the committee. They show 
not only tho votes by counties for the last four 
Congressional elections, but in close dis- 
tricts the Hgures are carried out 
to townships, wards, and even precincts. 
The Republican Congressional campaign in the 
absence of Secretary Oids isin charge of Assist- 
ant Secretary Thomas HeMcKee. By the de- 
r cision of the Republican National Committee the 
Congressional campaign is left entireiy in the 
hands of the Congressional committee, Chair- 
man Manley acting in an advisory capacity. The 
headquarters force is just now engaged in 
getting together the campaign text book which 
Capt. Mckee expects to have issued by Sept. 1. 
The committee has had its headquarters open 
continuously from Nov. 1 last and simce that 
time has circulated 2,000,000 pieces of campaign 
literature. 

Claims for Bering Sea Seizures, 


Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
accompanied by Charles Tupper. the Canadian 
Minister of Fisheries, had an interview with Sec- 
retary Gresham today respecting the settlement 
of tha claims of the owners of the British Co- 
lumbian vessels seized by the United States navy 
and revenue marine vessels for sealing in Bering 
Sea. These claims probably will adjusted by 
a commission. and Mr. Tupper’s visit to Wash- 
ington is to afford the: British Ambassador the in- 
formation necessary for the prosecution of the 
negotiations, There were fourteen British and 
Canadian sealers seized in Bering Sea prior to 
the award.

This being less than a quorum the 
session was then forced to adjourn without ac- 
tion. No vote was taken today.

Members of the House Committee on Com- 
merce have not abandoned the project of hold- 
ing an investigation of the recent railroad 
strikes, for which a resolution is before the com- 
mittee. An effort will be made to have a com- 
mittee meeting called next week to report to the 
House a resolution for an investigation during 
the recess.

the men as to favors being shown some to the 
exclusion of others. 

{ }Attorney-General Olney was much pleased 
at the good showing made by the: new Mar- 
shal, and assurances were given him that his 
accounts would be passed just as rapidly as 
possible after the necessary certificates of the 
Judges of the courts had been filed in their 
support. Estimates prepared at the Depart- 
ment of Justice in regard to funds to pay for 
the employment of Deputy Marshals in the 
labor and strike troubles fixed the amount at 
$400,000. This was scaled down, however, 
by the Attorney-General so as to come with- 
in $375,000, of which $250,000 was appro- 
priated by the sundry civil bill which has just 
passed both Houses of Congress. There was 
an appropriation of $125,000 made for the 
labor riots which preceded the recent strike 
troubles in the West and the balance of this 
sum instead of being turned back into the 
United States Treasury was made applicable 
to the fiscal year 1894.95 and hence avail- 
able at once. 

It was shown in Marshal Arnold’s report 
that during the prevalence of the disturbances 
in his bailiwick upwards of 1,600 Dep- 
uty Marshals and 3,500 railroad men were 
employed, the payment of whose per diem al- 
lowances and expenses will require about 
$100,000. This is exclusive of the railroad 
employés' pay, which will be disbursed by the 
corporations employing them. So that about 
one-half of the recent appropriation by Con- 

ress will be distributed in the vicinity of 

Jhicago, while the remainder of the money 
will go further west, This sum of $375,000 
is only one item of cost of the late strike at 
Pullman, and the appropriation was only 
-made because it was required to meet a sud- 
den emergency. There are other big bills yet 
to be footed up by the army and other depart- 
ments of the government which will run the 
cost of this unpleasantness to Uncle Sam 
alone well up in the millions. Just as fast as 
Marshal Arnold can complete his accounts 
they will be settled, and within a couple of 
days he will receive a check of $25,000 for 
the first installment. It is the expectation of 
the Department.of Justice that not later than 
Oct. 1 will witness the disbursement of all 
the moneys required for the payment of Dep- 
uty United States Marshals who were sworn 
in to put down the railroad strike in the West.

Capt. Marshall, in charge of river and harbor 
improvements at Chicago and vicinity, has 
submitted his monthly report on public works 
under his control, from which the following 
details are taken: 

Improving Chicago harbor—The original 
projects have been completed except dredging 
267,000 cubic yards in the outer basin, which has 
been postponed, awaiting developments as to the 
future uses of this harbor. 

Illinois River—The general project for the im- 
provement of the Illinois River is essentially 
completed as far as relates to construction of 
locks and dams. Dredging and some minor work 
ofearth filling revetments, lock-house, and clear- 
ing up remains to be done. During August 
dredg was finished at French Bar and snags 
removed from the channel above Kampville Lock. 

Calumet River—Deepening the channel below 
the forks to 17 feet was continued, and 16,378 
cubic yarde of material was removed. It is pro- 
posed to continue southward with deepening 
the channel to 17 feet. 

Hennepin Canal—On the western section, the 
guardiocks, sluiceways, culverts, and abutment 
of dams and the gates for lock and sluiceways 
are completed ready for use. Sluiceways at Mill 
Creek are completed and ready for use, the gates 
and maneuvering gear being in place. Lock 36 
is completed. ck 37 completed as far as 
masonry is concerned; the gates framed and 
work of fitting irons for lock gate is well under 
way. About 300 feet of the north dam com- 
pleted. Excavation for masonry for highway 
bridge completed and foundations for center pier 
and north abutment putin. On eastern section, 
the canal line has been located definitely on the 
ground to the Feeder Junction. A new line from 
Feeder Junction to Rock River at mouth of 
Green River has been surveyed. Descriptions of 
land required and all necessary papers have been 
placed in the hands of the District Attorney up 
to the end of the sixteenth mile. The first eight 
miles of right of way have been acquired.

As was foreshadowed in Tue Trisune this 
morning, orders were issued today by the 
War Department directing the issue of the 
new Kraig-Jorgensen rifles to the army. The 
tirst issue of the new arms will go to the Sec- 
ond and Fourth Regiments, which will be 
supplied just as soon as the orders are re- 
ceived at the Springtield armory, where the 
arms are assembled, and the pieces can be 
shipped to thetwocommands. There will be 
sixty-thrce arms for each company or 630 
arms for one regiment, making the entire 
‘issue fot the two commands 1,260 rifles. 
Al ther 120,000 rounds of ammunition 
will be issued with the new rifles. Each com- 
pany will be furnished with 2,000 rounds of 
blank cartridges and 100 rounds of ball cart- 
ridges. They will also receive special shell ap- 
pliances for reloading shelis for gallery pur- 
ses. although they will be required to turn 
n other ms me shelis at the arsenals for re- 
oading. arms will be accompanied with 
all the accoutrements, including bayonet and 
bayonet-scabbard and a blue woven cartridge- 
belt. New gunsights will not be issued, as the 
ones belonging to the old rifles will be used. 
The old rifies will be turned in at the arsenal 
most convenient to the post at which the regi- 
ment receiving the Kraig-Jorgensen arm is 
located. After the first issue of the new arms 
the regiments will be supplied as quickly as 
they are manufactured. The Fifteenth Regi- 
ment is fifth on the list of regiments to re- 
ceive the guns, before it being the Seventh and 
Seventeenth.

HARD TO SECURE A SENATE QUORUM. 


Popgun Bills Reported Back and Piaced 
fi on the Calendar. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 20.—For fifteen 
or twenty minutes today the business of the 
Senate was suspended while the Sergeant-at- 
Arms was sent in search of an actual quorum. 
The Senate was eighteen short of a voting 
quorum, only twenty-five Senators having 
voted on a non-political motion, thus showing 
that Congress is slowly disintegrating. 

Mr. Harris reported the amended sugar bill 
and the coal, iron ore, and barbed wire bills.

Mr. Chandler wunted to know what became 
of his amendment repealing and cancelling 
the late tariff act. Mr. Harris gave as his re- 
ply that he had been instructed to report the 
bill back with an amendment providing for a 
duty of 40 per cent. 

Mr. Mitchell (Rep. Ore.) gave notice that 
if the sugar bill was called up at this session 
he would offer an amendment reénacting the 
wool schedule of 1890. The wool bills 
placing wool, coal, and iron on the free list 
were ordered placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Allison said the free barbed wire bill 
does not provide for free barbed wire at all, 
as it places a duty upon the manufactured ar- 
ticle while admitting the material free. He 
reminded the Senate that the Wilson bill pro- 
vided .for a 25 per cent ad valorem duty on 
barbed wire, but the Senate had reduced it. 
Mr. Aldrich, another Republican member of 
the Finance committee, denied that the sub- 
stitute bill just reported was by the unani- 
mous vote of the committee, as it had been 
opposed by all the Republican members. The 

ouse had desired to put barbed wire on the 
free list to benefit the farmer, but in its haste 
it had done just the opposite. 

The House bill to provide a national home 
for aged and infirm colored people went over 
until the next session. The Senate bill to 
push the claim of the United States against 
the estate of Leland Stanford was passed. 


MYSTERY ATTENDS WHISKY TRUST. 


No Effort Apparent to Remove Goods from 
Bond at Peoria. 

Proru, III., Aug. 20.—[Special. -A prom- 
inent distiller remarked this afternoon when 
be learned of the unusually small revenue 
collections: This thing begins to look as if 
some one was trying to make a star play.“ 
He could not be made to believe there had 
been any rupture between such bosom friends 
as President Greenhut of the whisky trust 
and Nels Morris, the big Chicago packer. 
He was inclined to the belief that the 

resent deal was some subtle scheme. 

‘ith reports continually being sent out that 
no money has been secured and that there 
are hitches in the negotiations, the work of 
regauging all the spirits in the Peoria bonded 
warehouses goes ‘forward with unceasing 
rapidity. The revenue collections today 
were only $29,358, where a record breaker 
had been anticipated. Revenue officials were 
surprised, and so were distillers. All sorts of 
rumors have been current this afternoon and 
evening, and many are the explhnations of. 
fered, but none of them are authenticated, 

At trust headquarters Vice-President Beggs 
had nothing to say. He had received no word 
from the East and the situation was un- 
changed. The collections today were-paid on 
five carioads, which were withdrawn to fill or- 
ders. All the distributers who had goods 
stored in Peoria warehouses paid the tax last 
week. so that now all that remains belongs to 
the big corporation and they have not paid a 
cent of the tax on its withdrawal. 

Today the goods were withdrawn from 
the bonded warehouse at Nebraska City. There 
were about 200,000 gallons stored there. The 
revenue office is making preparations for un- 
usual activity during the remainder of the 
week, Tomorrow there will be fifty-eight 
gaugers employed in Peoria alone. This is 
the largest number ever at work at one time 
in a revenue district. It is thought by Thurs- 
day night the work of regauging will have 
progressed to such an extent some 
of them will be ordered home, and the others 
allowed to finish by Saturday. The officials 
of the office are looking for immense collec- 
tions tomorrow and the day following, but 
there is no assurance, They today received 
word that every distillery in the city would 
be closed by Saturday night. Over a week 
ago orders were issued by the trust closing all 
except the Great Western, but after the 
pussage of the Senate bill some of them were 
kept in operation for the making of an addi- 
tional supply, but no spirits will be made here 
after the bill goes into effect. The Hanover, 
the only anti-trust house here, closed Satur- 
day and so did the Monarch 

LouISvVILLA,. Ky., Aug. 20.—[Special.]—

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-OLEVELAND’S PROBABLE ACTION ON 
THE TARIFF BILL 


An Intimation That He Will Permit It to 
Become a Law Without Affixing His 
Signature President Expected to Be at 
His Desk Thursday Morning, When 
More Definite Information May Be 
Forthcoming=Bills to Correct Tariff 
Errors in Danger. 


Wasnineros, D. C., Aug. 20. —[Special.]— 
President Cleveland will return to Washing- 
ton from Gray Gables Wednesday, but it is 
by no means certain he will sign the tariff 
bill after he reaches the National Capital. An 
intimation conveyed by Secretary Thurber to- 
day gave the impression that the President 
would not sign the bill. Mr. Thurber de- 
clared Congress would in all probability be 
here next week. This is construed to meaa 
that the President will allow the tariff bill to 
become a law without affixing his signature to 
the measure. Among well-informed people, 
however, this course does not appear at all in 
keeping with his denunciation of the Senate 
bill, for it is pointed out that he will stultify 
himself just as much by allowing the bill to 
become a law without his signature as if he 
had signed the measure which he has declared 
obnoxious to himself and the Democratic 
masses, 

Speaker Crisp said today nothing has been 
heard from the President as to his intentions 
regarding the tariff bill, but he understood 
the Chief Magistrate would be in Washing- 
ton ready for business at the old stand Thurs- 
day morning. He was not prepared to say 
when Congress might adjourn, and thé Presi- 
dent would huve all day Monday in which to 
sign or veto the bill, the required ten days ex- 
piring Aug. 27. Inasmuch as the Speaker had 
given instructions that his laundry should be 
delivered at his hotel early next Thursday the 
story was bruited around the Capitol that an 
adjournment might be expected Thursday aft- 
ernoon at Z o'clock. When his attention was 
called to this incident the Speaker 
merely smiled and parried the ques- 
tion. Only a few moments before, however, 
he had demonstrated in the House thata 
cut and dried program which will ‘milg@ate 
against business of any sort had been agreed 
upon. One or two littie bilis had been rushed 
through by unanimous consent when Repre- 
sentative tner under the call of commit- 
tees asked a hearing for the Senate bill pre- 
venting the immigration of Anarchists. An 
objection was raised against its consideration 
and simultaneously a motion to adjourn was 
made. On a viva voce vote and without giv- 
ing time foradivision to be ordered the 
Speaker declared the House adjourned amid 
an indignant volley of denunciations from 
both sides of the chamber. 

Vice-President Stevenson was equally non- 
committal on the subject of the: President's 
intention in regard to the tariff bill or the 
question of an adjournment sine die by the 
second session of the Fifty-third Congress. 

„We have nothing before us,“ said Mr. 
Stevenson, and consequently we decided to 
adjourn over until Wednesday. Just as soon 
as a final adjournment takes place I shall go 
to Sorrento, Me., to rejoin my family, prob- 
ably about a + 1. 

Chairman vers of the Appropriations 
committee sdid one appropriation bill—ghe 
deliciency—needed the signature of the Pre- 
ident of the United States to become a law, 
and the only thing that was keeping Congress- 
men in Washington arose from their anxiety 
te know what would be done with the tariff 
bill. No other important business remained 
to be transacted, and as all the appropr.ation 
bills had been agreed to Congress could ad- 
journ at an hour’s notice. 

Practically nothing was. done in Congress 
today. The Senate managed to prolong the 
session for an hour and forty minutes, while 
the House had only forty-five minutes in- 
cluding the routine preliminaries. In the 
Senate the popgun tariff bills were duly re- 
ported from the Finance committee. hat 
autocratic body utterly ignored the -majority 
vote Saturday for a free sugar amendment 
with a bounty attachment and reported an 
amendment placing a straight duty of 40 per 
cent on raw and refined sugars, thus eliminat- 
ing all protection to the product of the trust. 
This, with the other twenty-two caliber tariff 
bills, was placed on the calendar, which 
means a comatose condition for the rest of 
the session. 

The Democrats will endeavor to make cap- 
ital out of the fact that the Finance coimmit- 
tee reported an amended sugar tariff bill 
which could not be considered favorable to 
the trust, but it will not be difficult during the 
campaign to show that it was the same com- 
mittee which met at the Capitol in secret ses- 
sion with Secretary Carlisle, who drew the 
original schedule containing not only the full- 


est measure of protection to the trust but the 


wholly disreputable provision by which the 
duty did not go into effect until Jan. 1. The 
Democratic Finance committee did not report 
its new sugar schedule until after the quorum 
had disappeared and it was known that no 
tariff legislation could be acted upon. ' 

It begins to look as if the Democratic chess 
players had made one move too many, for by 
delaying matters until a quorum has dis p- 
peared in both Houses they have endangered 
the important bills for the correction of man- 
ifest errors in the tariff bill. There is grave 
doubt whether the Hoar‘ amendment ekempt⸗ 
ing from the internal revenue tax alcohol 
used in medicine and the arts can be cor- 
rectea until December. Internal Reve- 
nue Commissioner Miller was at the 
Capitol today interviewing Senators, and wus 
somewhat discouraged over the prospects. A 
single objection will Gefeat the measure and 
Senator Chandler today stated to Tuz.Txrs- 
UNE correspondent that he was ready to make 
that objection. For years, he said, efforts 
had been made to exempt from tax alcohol 
used in the arts. Now that a provision to that 
effect had been placed ina bill about to be- 
come a law he was unwilling to take a step 
backward. If the exemption of alcohol used 
in the arts was allowed to stand he had no ob- 
jection to any sufeguards for the general rev- 
enue. If it was proposed to repeal the amend- 
ment altogether he would object. Other Sen- 
ators feel the same as Mr. Chandler and the 
repealing act is likely to havea hari time of 
it in the Senate.

HOW DEMOCRATS PRACTICE ECONOMY. 


The Democrats said in their platform of 
1802 that if they were given the control of 
the government their policy would be one of 
* relentless opposition to the Republican pol- 
icy of profligate expenditure." They prom- 
ised that taxation should be limited to the 
necessities of the government when honestly 
and economically administered.” As the first 
session of a Congress Democratic in both 
branches is drawing to a close, alter having 
made appropriations based on estimates pre- 
pared by Democratic heads of departments, 
it is worth while to see how far those prom- 
ises have been kept. 

The Democratic Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations madea statement the 
other day in which he extolled and sought to 
prove the great economy which bad been 
practiced oy the Democrats at the first ses- 
sion of the present Congress in making the 
appropriations for the fisca! year, which will 
end 30th of nest June. This statement has 
been followed by one made by Mr. Cannon, 
the senior Republican member of the com- 
mittee, which takes the wind out of the Chair- 
man’s sails by showing how and at whose ex- 
pense the boasted Democratic economies 
were made. 

For about a year the Democrats were con- 
stant in their denunciations of the billion- 
dollar Congress” of which Mr. Reed was the 
Speaker. They shouted themselves hoarse 
over its extravagance, ard promised if they 
‘earried the next House to cut down the ap- 
propriations at least a hundred millions. They 
did carry it. and while the Fifty-frst or bill- 
ion-dollar Congress” appropriated $988,- 
400.000 the next House, a reform Demo- 
cratic one, appropriated $1,027,000,000, or 
over thirty-eight millions more than its pred- 
ecessor. The appropriations for the first ses- 
sion of the Reed Congress footed up $463,000,- 
300; for the first session of the Fifty-second 
Congress, $507,600,000; and for the first 
or extra session of the present Congress, 
$490.660,000. The Democrats boast that 
they have appropriated $17,000,000 less than 
they did two yearsago. This reduction prob- 
ably is a deceitful one. The estimates sent to 
Congress by the President called for 530. 
000,000 more than wasappropriated. Judg- 
ing the future by the past, 2 good portion of 
that thirty millions will be eypended, and will 
form a deficiency which will have: to be pro- 
vided for at the next session. Deficiency 
bills are the distinguishing feature of Demo- 
cratic efforts at economy. 

This nominal reduction of $17,000,000 
can be understood when it is stated that the 
appropriation for pensions is $29,000,000 
less than for the last fiscal year. The Demo- 
cratic economies are made at the expense of 
the old soldiers. Action is deferred on pend- 
ing applications and veterans kept out of pen- 
sions to which they are entitled in order that 
the Democrats may be extravagant elsewhere 
and yet figure out a reduction of expenses. 
Thus the expenditures for the last fiscal year 
were $17.000,000 less than for the preceding 
one, but the disbursements on account of pen- 
sions were $18,000,000 less. The pension- 
ers were pinched so that the Democrats might 
make a good showing. 

It will be seen that with all these economies 
at the expense of the old soldiers the present 
Democratic reform Congress has appro- 
priated at its first session $27,000,000 more 
than the Reed Congress did, aithough that 
Congress was denounced so bitterly for its ex- 
travagance by the Democrats when out of 
power. It is evident’ that by the time this 
Congress tinishes its labors on the 4th of next 
March it will have appropriated about $60,- 
000,000 more than the Reed Congress did. 
It is not likely, therefore, that anything more 


will be heard from the Democrats about biil- 


ion-dollar Congresses.” For they have gone 
far above that figure. 

The Democratic showing of government re- 
ceipts is even less creditable than that of gov- 
ernment expenditrres. For the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1893, during two-thirds of 
which time there was.a Republican President, 
the receipts were $385,800,000 and the ex- 
penses $383,400.000. Thus there was a sur- 
plus of over two million dollars. For the last 
fiscal year the receipts were $206,900,000 
and the expenditures $366,500,000, or a dei- 
icit of nearly seventy miliions. Such are the 
fruits of Democratic reform management. 
To make good that deficit in part it was nec- 
essary to borrow $50,000,000 and add two 
millions to the yearly interest charge. 

There would have been no falling off in 
revenues and no deficit but for the determined 
war of the Democrats on the protective tariff 
with which the prosperity of the country is so 
intimately connected. The policy of the 
Democrats cut down the revenues, but that 


tionately. It did save something at the ex- 
pense of the soldiers and their widows and 
orphans, and then spent what.it had saved in 
increasing the salaries of Democratic officials, 
most of whom were amply paid. While 
those offices were held by Republicans the 
DenféScrats denounced their salaries as ex- 
truvagant. 

The financial record which the Democrats 
in the present Congress have made will not 
help them any this fall. The Republicans, 
comparing the Democratic promises of 1892 
with the performances of 1894, will have no 
difficulty in convincing the voters that nothing 
is more wasteful than Democratic “ econ- 
omy,’ and that the government is admin- 
istered frugally and wisely only when in the 
hands of Republicans.

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THE FOLLLES OF PROHIBITION, 
The Prohibitionists of Illinois are bestirring 


and nominating candidates for the Legislature, 
though they know that they will all be de. 
feated, and though they ought to know that 
no useful results would follow were they 
elected. 

For under the present laws there is not a 
county or city in lilinois which cannot have 
prohibition if the voters so desire. If there 
is not prohibition in ali parts of the State it is 
simply because the voters in many cities and 
rural districts are opposed to it. Should the 
Legislature pass a State law forbidding the 
sale of liquor everywhere, that law would be 
a dead letter in thoee sections whose voters 
refuse to have prohibition now, and would be 
superfluous in those sections where prohibi- 
tion prevails under existing laws. The condi- 
tion of things would be just what it was in 
Iowa under the law enacted fourteén years 
ago, and what it is in Kansas now. 

No laws make wiser and more practicable 
provision for regulating and controlling the 
liquor traffic than do those of Illinois. They 
are based on a recognition of local or “ home 
rule” popular setitiment, and of the impossi- 
bility of enforcing laws relating to the ap. 
vetites or inherited habits of men when not 
supported by that popular sentiment. If a 
community sees fit it can forbid the sale of 
liquor altogether. Or it can grant licenses, 
charging either the minimum of $500 a year 
or as much more as it pleases. In that way 
it can regulate most effectively the number 
of saloons. There are also laws which punish 
venders for selling or giving intoxicants to 
minors, and those injured in persen, proper- 
ty, or means of support by liquor sold to an 


inebriate are given the right to sue and re- 
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party did not cut down expenditures propor- 


themselves. They are holding conventions 
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| laws satisfy all reasonable reflecting 
people who have any regard for the personal 


rights, customs, or sentiments of their fellow- 


citizens. But the Prohibitionists wish to re- 
peal them and substitute for them in anti. 
prohibition cities and counties 4 nominal 
prohibition which would not stop the sale of 
liquor, but which would deprive those 
municipalities of the revenue they get {rom 
saloon licenses now. Uniess the Drys are 
very ignorant they want the free sale of 
liquor in all places where the local sentiment 
refuses to enforce prohibition. That was 
what happened in lowa and in Kansas. The 
Drys seek to destroy six or seven millions of 
revenue and add three or four thousand to the 
number of salvons in the State. 

These Prohibitionists certainly are the most 
impracticable and unreasonable voters in the 
State. They are as deficient in commun sense 
in dealing with the liquor question as are the 
Popuiist fiat shinplaster cranks in dealing 
with the currency question. They show their 
utter lack of judgment by thrusting their 
ism into national politics. where it has no 
place whatever. The time to argue and vote 
on the Wet and the Dry question is at the 
spring municipal elections, and not at Presi- 
dential or Congressional elections, when men 
are discussing protection, free trade, the free 
coinage of silver into 50-cent dollars, or 
Populist fiat scrip, labor troubles, railroad 
problems, trusts, und other subjects of the 
ga me kind which have to be settled at November 
elections. As the preacher says: To every- 
thing there is a season and a time to every 
purpose under the heaven.“ The time for 
practical prohibition is in April, not Novem- 
ber, and there are many mea who will vote 
for prohibition in the spring who will not do 
so in the fall. 


THE AVALANCHE OF FOREIGN GOODS. 

The Treasury officials are looking forward 
hopefully to immense importations of 
European goods as soon as the new tariff bill 
goes into effect, because those importations 
will produce much revenue, so that there will 
be a surplus this year, instead of a deficiency 
of agventy millions as during the last fiseal 
year, 

Undoubtedly the Treasury will be benefited 


by this inrush of foreign goods. So too will be 


the importers, But the home manufacturers 
and their empioyés will have no cause for re- 
joleing. The former will be confronted by a 
keener competition than they have ever 
known. If to continue in business they must 
meet it and must do so at once. They have 
to fight against rivals on the other side 
of the ocean who think they see in the reduc- 
tions of the new tariff bill a chance to egtab- 
lish themselves firmly in the American 
market, and drive the home manufacturers to 
the wall. The foreigners will offer their 
goods at specially low prices and the Ameri- 
cans will have to meet those prices or get out 
of the field. Times have been dull in Eu- 
gland and on the continent. Wages have 
been cut there. That has reduced prices. 
Add to that the deliberate reduction by the 
foreign manufacturer to crush his rivals and 
it will be seen that the Americans are going 
to havea hard time of it. They must make 
sweeping reductions in wages and they must 
do it at once. 

Then the question arises: How are all these 
foreign goods, the duties on which will fill 
the Treasury. to be paid for? Europe takes 
now all the American products sh: has need 

or. and will not take more unlesg the in- 
crease in quantity is offset by a decrease in 
price. If not paid for in products the foreign 
cheap labor imports must be paid for in 
money. Thatcan be done in one of two 
ways. Either the gold must be shipped there 
or American securities must be sold abroad 
and the gold obtained ig that way. But those 
securities are not ia such favor as they were, 
owing to the continual demand of the free silver- 
ites for a depreciated currency and 50-cent 
dollars and the payment of gold debts in those 
dollars. Therefore, it will be necessary to 
send gold from here. It will be taken, first 
of all, from the Treasury. That will be 
drained of its gold reserve and the silver 
and paper money will be left unprotected. 
The gold held by the banks will go next, and 
then how is the currency to be kept on a 
parity with gold? , 

So this flood of foreign goods will not be 
an unmixed blessing. It will cripple Ameri- 
can labor, which should have been allowed to 
make those goods for fair wages, and will 
drain the country of gold, thus endangering 
the stability of the currency.

HOPKINS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE FILTH. 

Tue Trisune printed yesterday an account 
of the frightfully filthy condition of the Thir- 
tieth Ward, which it appears has been vis- 
ited by scavenger wagons twice this summer. 
The streets and alleys reek with the stench 
of garbege. The citisen§ have been to the 
City Hall to complain, but have met with no 
satisfaction there. They have been told that 
other wards are in as bad condition as theirs, 
which is the truth, but which does not make 
their streets and alleys seem any cleaner or 
the air they breathe any sweeter, They have 
been told also that the garbage contractors 
have political influence which makes it use 
less to complain of them. 


The dirt in which they are wallowing and 


the philosophical observations of the City 
Hall employés to whom they have made their 
complaints have put the Thirtieth Ward peo- 
ple into an ugly frame of mind, and they 
are making threats of what they will do in 
the near future if there is not a change down 
their way. They ought to understand first 
who is responsible for the evils they complain 
of. Then they will know best howto get rid 
of them. -The city is intolerably filthy be- 
cause the Mayor neglects his legitimate duties 
and will not let his subordinates attend to the 
work they are paid to do, but keeps them at 
Wegitimate political work instead. They 
ought to be seeing that scavengers and street- 
cleaners do their duty. They are busied 
breaking up conventions and running errands 
for ward or precinct bosses. 

The jobbery and maladministration which 
have taken possession of every branch of the 
public service are due to the fact that the 
Mayor is not using his powers in the interest 
of the taxpayers, but firstly in that of the 
Democratic candidates for the places to be 
filled in November, and secondly to secure 
bis own reélection next April. That is why 
city employés forsake their duties. That is 
why contractors havea free hand. That is 
why dirt and disease are so prevalent. The 
Hopkins administration does not dream of 
making a contractor earn his money. It pre- 
fers to buy his support by lettmg him shirk 
his work while drawing his money. 

The first step to be taken to clean up the 
city is to clean out Hopkins, Cleanliness will 
have to begin at the City Hall. When that 
has been purged the removal of the filth in 
the streets and alleys will follow. Last De- 
cember the voters of the Thirtieth Ward gave 
a few more votes to Swift than they did to 
Hopkins, but they gave the latter nearly 
6,000. But for this foolishness on their part 
Hopkins would not have been elected. The 
fraudsin the adjoining Twenty-ninth Ward 
would not have saved him. They are reaping 
as they sowed, and the harvest 
to please them. | |

The eity could be cleaned if he chose, 
but to clean it would interfere with practical 
politics” and the Mayor’s plans for reélec- 
thom. He feels that he must defer to these 
powerful contractors. | 

Therefore all thé men who prefer cleanii- 
ness to filth and all who are sincere in their 
complaints about foul streets and garbage- 
choked alleys will vote against Hopkins when- 
ever they get a chance, knowing that when 
Hopkins goes garbage will go also. The filth 
for which he is responmble will beat bim. 
Democratic frauds, though on a much grand- 
er, more extensive scale than those of last 
December, will not save him. He has made 
a record which is offensive to the nose and 
eyes of every Chicagoan. He cannot blind 
the people to the fact that he is the head of 
the city government and that the city would 
be clean and sweet if he chose to have it so, 
but that he prefers it to be filthy and un- 
wholesome because he thinks the votes of 
dishonest contractors of more value than 
those of decent citizens.

PATERNALISM [IN GOVERNMENT. 

Dr. Bayard Holmes in his sermon last Sün- 
day morning teok the ground that in the sta- 
tus of the laboring classes there is a tenden- 
cy towards worse conditions,” and that this 
should be changed by legislation. He said 
the condition can be improved only by insti- 
tuting governments with the obligation im- 
posed upon them of rendering possible to 
every man the enjoyment of the products of 
his own labor. One of the functions of a 
well designed and effective government would 
be to secure to every child a childhood free 
from toil and free from starvation and mise- 
ry. Notonly should there be in the public 
schools a seat for every child, but no child 
should be there in hunger, or in rags, or in 
sewi-nakedness. II there be no other means 
of providing the child with breakfast, dinner, 
and supper the State should provide. If 
there be no other way of clothing the child 
decently and providing it with a home the 
State should find the means.” 

This is paternalism, and on adoption would 
prove to be so on a very large scale, leading 
directly to State socialism. The proposition 
means that the State shall undertake to feed, 
clothe, and house as well as educate all chil- 
dren who are not well cared for by their 
parents. In avery great number of cases 
this could not be done without separating the 
ehildren from their parents, breaking up the 
home, and bringing up the rising generation 
on pretty much the old Spartan plan. For in 
the worst cases, if not in the great majority of 
instances in which children in the United 
States are insufficiently clothed and fed, it is 
because one or both of the parents are of a 
class which would pawn the clothes for 
liquor immediately after they had been pro- 
vided by the State. The children could not 
be cared for on the pian proposed by Dr. 
Holmes unless taken away from home and 
kept entirely out of the reach as well as away 
from the bad example of their parents. 

The undertaking of such a responsibility by 
the State would enormously increase the 
number of children whose parents do not 
strive to keep them comfortable. Many a 


man who under preseat conditions provides 


for his children then would refuse to do so. 
He. would tell them to go to the State offi- 
cials and would gladly embrace the opportu- 
nity to spend in liquor what was thus saved 
froin the care of his progeny. Worse even 
than that, the arrangement would remove a 
large part of the now existing discourage- 
ment to free love. It would break down fam- 
ily ties, lead to the formation of promiscu- 
ous relationships in which there were no ties 
and no responsibilities except to public opin- 
ion. It directly would foster general immor- 
ality to an extent far greater than any that is 
to be met with in the civilized world of to- 
day. Surely a professed minister of the gos- 
pel must have omitted to think of these fear- 
ful consequences when from the pulpit he 
recommends an alleged reform the effect 
of which would be to sweep the Seventh com- 
mandmeat from the Decalogue. 

The plan to take away the children is in- 
com plete if it do not include the parents and 
all other adults who fail to make comfortable 
provision for theirown needs. And to apply 
it toall of those it would be necessary to take 
in the entire community, securing to every 
member of it what Dr. Holmes calls the 
products of ‘communal life. Then all the 
people would be on a dead level, ‘having their 
food and clothing meted out to them, their 
work set apart and supervised, and even their 
homes selected for them by communal officers. 
That is pretty much the way that inmates of 
the poorhouse and convicts in the penitentiary 
are bossed now. If it were possible to pro- 
vide for the wants of all without compelling 
them to labor (which it is not and cannot be) 
the result would be to deprive every man and 
woman of all incentive to work, destroy all 
ambition except that of rising to a place 
among the scum floating on the top of the 
seething mass of corruption in the communal 
pot, abolish individualism by forbidding 
every man to use his faculties for the eleva- 
tion of self in the scale of comfort and leaving 
him no family that he might wish to benefit 
by his exertions. It would reduce everything 
to the dead level of a monotonous pauperism, 
amid which nobody except the few dictators 
would enjoy more than do the most abject 
ones for whose welfare Dr. Holmes seems to 
have a zeal * but not according to knowledge.“ 


RAILROAD BUSINESS LAST YEAR. 

The balance sheet of the railroad system of 
the United States, published in Tus Tuns 
of Sunday, contains sone interesting figures. 
It includes the elevated lines. The gross 
earnings, or total traffic revenue, of the latest 
statistical year were nearly 1,223 million 
dollars, or little more than 10 per eent of the 
nominal assets of the corporations. The oper- 
ating expenses were 858 millions or 70 per 
cent of the receipts. These inciude payments 
to wage-workers, salaries, cost of materials, 
machinery, cars, new buildings, sidings, etc. 
The figures show that labor and materials, 
the latter being the products of other labor 
which would not have been performed if not 
wanted for these purposes, got the lion’s 
ahare of the income. They took 70 per cent, 
leaving the other 30 per cent, or 364 mill- 
ions, as the net earnings. 

The interest-bearing bonded debt aggre- 
gates 5,570 millions. Supposing the annual 
interest on these bondsto average 5 per cent 
this would be 278 ½ millions, leaving only 86 
millions to be applied as dividends on capital 
stock and interest on floating debt. As the 
unwiped out stock of all the lines aggregates 
5,080 millions it is evident that for mach the 
greater part of it there can be no dividendgt 
all. The fact ie thatcertain lines, the | d 
conservative ones which were builtin 1 
with cash that had been paid for stock, II 
pay dividends, and these absorb most of 
86 millions. But it is safe to say that with 
very few exceptions the roads that were cc 
structed out of proceeds from the sale“ bf 
bonds pay no dividends on the water sto 
and stock ‘chromos. Probably it would te 
‘be far from the truth to say that the act@,/ 
money value of all the railroads, inciuc 
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the elevated, is about nine billion dollars, and 
that the net earnings are approximately 4 per 
cent on this grand total. | 

It may be concluded from a study of the 
official figures, as given in Poor's Manual, 
that if the government were to purchase all 
the lines, and operate them at as high freight 
and passenger rates as now are charged to the 
public, it would fail utterly to pay fixed 
charges, operating expenses, and meet the 
cost of repairs and betterments of all kinds, 
such as are necessary to maintain the effi- 
ciency of the roads. It is well known that 
the government never does any work as eco- 
nomicaily as do individuals managing their 
own business, or officials who are directly re- 
sponsible to a corporation. Under govern- 
ment management there is a lack of the self- 
ish incentive which leads a man to hope for 
preferment asa reward for the practice of 
economy and thorough oversight. Political 


| profligacy, wasteful demagogism, and official! 


irrcsponsibility in the absence of an effective 


‘civil service system and a stable administra- 


tion are fatal to the attainment of the best re- 
sults. Men are chosen not for ability to per- 
form the duties nominally imposed, out be- 
cause they have done some service toa party 
or are expected to perform it for its candi- 
dates. Hence it takes many more men to do 
a given amount of work, and as a rule they 
are paid more than they would get under 
private management. The last named con- 
sideration, with the expectation of a vast 
amount of patronage to be corruptiy admin- 
istered, is what induces the demagogues to 


advocate government ownership of the rail- 4 


roads. 

Neither the Federal Government nor those 
of the forty-five States could operate the rail- 
roads on as cheap freights and passenger 
fares as now. It would be necessary to ad- 
vance charges to the public or make good the 
deficit by mereased taxation, or both. The 
people would have to pay for it, in one way 
or another, and pay enormously. They would 
do this for the purpose of enabling a smal! 
percentage of their number to draw pay for 
service performed inefficiently or not at all,

VETO OF THE EVICTED TENANTS BILL. 


Sir William Vernen Harcourt Declines to 
Give the Government's Intentions, 

Lonpon, Aug. 20.—Replying to a question 
in the House of Commons today, as to what 
action the government would take in view of 
the House of Lords’ veto of the evicted ten- 
ants bill, Sir William Vernon Harcourt said, 
while this was the greatest question that can 
occupy the government’s attention, it was in- 
advisable to make a statement an this subject 
at present.

OHIOAGO MAY ALSO BESWEPT AWAY 


Interesting Papers Read Before the Con- 
vention of Scientists in Brooklyn. 

New York, Aug. 20.—[Special.]—Prof. J. 
W. Spencer of Atlanta, Ga., the geologist who 
insists the continent is sinking, read two in- 
teresting papers before the scientists in Brook- 
lyn today. One concerned the duration of 
Niagara Falls, the other the drainage of 
the great lakes into the Miesissipni 
River by way of Chicago. He suid 
the land about the outlet of Lake Erie is 
rising and will finally cut off the falls, when 
the lakes will beturned into the Mississippi 
River, draining from Chicago, which may 
thus be swept away, and will at any rate be 
close toa great river. It ought not to affect 
the value of real estate much in Cfiicago, as 
Prof. Spencer said this interesting event 
would not take place for 8,000 years, It 
is now 8,000 years since, he says, Lake 
Huron emptied into Lake Erie for the first 
time, The land has risen about the out- 
let of Lake Erie and if the present rate con- 
tinues in five or six thousand years the wa- 
ters of the four upper lakes will be turned 
into the Mississippi River drainage at Chica- 
go. The history of the great lakes consists of 
the origin of the basins of the lakes and the 
later history. The basins of the lakes are 
small portions of the St. Lawrence Valley 
closed up by warping of the earth across a 
local obstruction by drain deposits, but the 
channel is obviated in many places, as, 
for instance, the old river fall from 
Georgian Bay directly across to Lake Ontario; 
another great river flows from the end of 
Lake Michigan across Michigan Peninsula to 
the southern end of Lake Huron. At that 
time the Upper Ohio, Alleghany and other 
rivers of Pennsylvania flowed into what is 
lake drainage. The after history of the lakes 
wus conflicting, and the three upper lakes 
flowed by way of the Ottawa River to the sea. 
Erie formed a separate basin, also Ontario. 
All these lakes are having cheir outlets raised 
with the flood of their western and southern 
ends. The lakes are destined to continue for 
a long time in the future.

SPIRITS IN DEMAND AT BRISK PRICES. 
Trust and Independent Distillers Are 
Heavy Buyers<—Loans on Whisky. 

New York, Aug. 20.— [Special. —A can- 
vass of the trade this morn.ng developed the 
fact that the current net price received by 
outsiders for spirits is $1.22. The Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding company is asking and in 
some cases is receiving some three cents a 
gallon more than this figure net. This is 
against a cost price of from $1.03 to 
$1.05. The demand from the inde. 
pendents and the trust since the middle 
of last week has been heavy at figures 
ranging from $1.19 to $1.22 net per gallon. 
The demand still rules at the maximum, by 
no means having been satisfied. All reeti- 
fiers and other users of spirits are heavy buy- 
ers, and are accumulating stocks. The with- 
drawal of goods from bond to meet tht de- 
mand is heavy, and has been greater on the 
part of the trust than among independent in- 
terests. The independents are having no dif- 
floulty in securing money with which to with- 
draw spirits. from bond. Two loans were 
made by banks in this city last week, one of 
$70,000 and the other of $15.000, which was 
secured by the spirit collateral on a basis of 
$1 and $1.05. The trade is completely mys- 
tified regarding the reported difficulty of the 
trust in securing necessary money to remove 
its spirits from bond. The majority 
appear to be skeptical. They say whisky 
or spirits as collateral at $1 is as good as gov- 
ernment bonds, and the bankers so regard it. 
It is a staple and will always sell for more 
than the government tax. The fact that the 
tax is to be increased shortly to a figure great- 
er than that at which the whisky collateral is 
offered is also in its favor asa loan. The 
general whisky market is reported to be stiff, 
although there has been no such advance in 
prices as has ruled in spirits. Half a dozen rep- 
resentative houses said this morning they ex- 
pected a better tone from now on and materi- 
al appreciation in the value of rye and bour- 
bon whisky in the next four months. Import- 


- ers are becoming more active.

ELV READY FORTRIAL 


HIS AOOUSER, OLIVER R WELLS, 
STIOKS ON METHOD. 


Says He Will Not Appear Against the Pro- 
fessor of Political Econamy Unless 
Published Works Are Considered=Tria} 
Committee Asks Mr. Wells to Appear 
Tonight Wants te Consider Specific 
Charges Dr. Ely Says He Has Come 
600 Miles and New Wants te Proceed, 

Mapison, Wis., Aug. ,20.—[Special.]—The 
committee appointed recently by the Board 
of Regents of the University of Wisconsin to 
investigate the charges made by State Super- 
intendent of Instruction Oliver E. Wells 
against Dr. Richard T. Ely met this evening 
to begin the work. The committee is com- 
posed of Herbert W. Chynoweth, a lawyer of 
Madison; Dr. H. B. Dale, a physician of Osh- 
kosh;and John A, Johnston, a banker of 
Milwaukee. Mr. Wells had gone to Milwau- 
kee and was not present. He left a com- 
munication addressed to Chairman Cheyno- 
weth. In this letter Mr. Wells states that 
he will not appear before the committee un- 
lees it agrees to consider the works of Dr. 
Ely, both previous to and since his connec. 
tion with the University of Wisconsin. He 
also says the committee is not following the 
full instructions of the Board of Regents in 
proposing to investigate the work of the pro- 
fessor only since his appointment to the chair 
of economics in the Wiseonsin University. 
The letter then cites many instances in Ely's 
books of what Wells considers danger- 
ous doctrines, After a private conference 
in which the members of the com 
mittee discussed Mr. Wells’ letter they” 
decided to adjourn until tomorrow evening 
in order to give Mr. Wella an opportunity to 
prove his charges against the professor. After 
adjournment the committee gare the press a 
copy of the following letter which it sent to 
Mr. Wells: 

We feel much disappointed that you did not 
desire to be present. It is due to this committee 
to say that the resolutions which were adopted 
by it at its meeting in Milwaukee on the 8th were 
so adopted in @ absence of Dr. Ely and 
yourself as well as any representative 
of either. The resolution which was adopted by 
the Board of Regents appoint this committee 
confines the investigation specially to Dr. Ely's 
teachings in the university and refers to no other 
teachings or writings. Noth is said in that 
resolution in regard to his written works. We 
thought in confining the investigation by the 
resolution of this committee to his teachings in 
the university we were following the letter of the 
power which was conferred upon us. Further 
than that, we thought there were other 

made in your letter to 
reflected upon the 
personal character of Dr. Ely and through that 
upon the university, and by perusing the resolu- 
tion adopted by this committee that it calls for 
proof on every specific cha which you make in 
your letter to the Nation. If there be any other 
charge than those which the committee called 
for — from you which is specific wo have 
overlooked it and would be very glad would you 
correct us. 

In addition to the specific charges which you 
made in the letter, it is true there is a general 
charge in reference to all of Dr. Ely's uritings 
and all of his works. No particular writing is

Although my accuser is in this 
city he has not IN but has sent a com- 
munication which is in no manner a retraction of 
the charges against my personal character, 
but an objection to the mode of investi- 
gation determined upon and anticipated by the 
general public. The only accusations of which I 
have any knowledge are those made by Mr. Wells 
in the Nation of July 12. 1894. Insofar as Mr. 
Wells’ letter criticizes the views held by me and 
— in my works I entertain no anxiety. 

hose views are public property and Jam willing 
to bide my time for an unprejudiced public to 
approve or condemn. I have no su tion to 
make as to the propriety of an investigation of 
my opiniens or the soundness of the views 
entertained or exp by me upon public 
questions. If it be your pleasure to investigate 

t subject I shall not shrink from the inquiry, 
but on the contrary will afford you every facility 
in my power. : ; 

But there are other charges contained in the 
letter of Mr. Wells to which I am extremely 
sensitive because they assail not the soundness 
of my opinions—about which men may justly 


differ but because they attack my private charac- 


ter. and, if true. show me unworthy the honor 
of being a professor in a great university. In 
view of ali that has happened I feel that I have 
the right to demand that your board at once in- 
vestigate these charges. I request that you give 
Mr. Wells every opportunity to prove such 
charges by competent testimony, and whether he 
desires to avail himself of such opportunity or 
not I respectfully ask the privilege of intro- 
ducing at the present time such evidence, if I am 
able, as will leave no possible doubt as to the 
real truth.

Being of an inven- 
tive turn of mind he disdained any of the or- 
dinary methods of taking his life, but looking 
around for a powerful electric current he ob- 
served the light in front of No. 59 Halsted 
street and prepared to create a sensation. 
From the front of the neighboring novelty 
store he dragged several empty dry goods 
cases and piling one un the other erected a 
platform, from which he could reach the 
wires taking the current to the arc 
light. He mounted the improvised 
scaffold, grasped one of the wires and was 
thrown a distance of fifteen feet, kicking the 
dry s boxes to one side as he descended, 
and falling in a heap on the pavement. The 
crowd had collected to watch the unusual 
operation, and two officers, hastening to watch 
the crowd, arrived on the spot as Hoffman 
fell and conveyed him to the County Hospital. 
There it was found he had received a severe 
k and bad bruises from the effects of his 
fall, but will probably be in a condition to 
make the attempt in within a few days. 
Thé police think Hoffman is demented, as 
he sought lodging at the station Sunday night 
and in the morning announced there was a 
case against him on the docket. There proved 
to be no truth in this, and he was dismissed,

OAPTURE OF A OLEVER BOY FORGER. 


Lewis H. Alford Said to Be One of the 
Cleverest of Criminals. 

Lewis H. Alford, son of Gen. George H. 
Alford, a weaithy capitalist of Dallas, Tex., 
is probably one of the most successful forgers 
in the country. The young man has not yet 
attained uis majority and yet, by means of 
forged checks, he has succeeded in obtain- 
ing from $12,000 to $15,000. His 
latest effort was to pass a forged 
check for $%25 on the clerk of 
the Stag Hotel, where he was stopping under 
the nameof Lewis Henry. The check was 
dra vn on F. C. Rutan of Room 353 Rookery 
Building. This was three weeks ago. The 
forgery was not discovery until after the 
young Texan had gone,and the case was 
placed inthe hands of Central Station de- 
tectives. He succeeded in evading the officers 
until yesterday afternoon, when he was ar- 
rested in front of the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
As soonas he was brought ‘othe Central 


Station he was recognized by Inspector Shea 


as Lewis Alford, who was wanted for forging 
the name of ex-Mayor Washburne to a check 
for $100 in May, 1893. 

According to the information in the pos- 
session of the police Alford is known to have 
forged more than three score of checks in the 
States of Illinois, lowa, Nebraska, Kansas, 
at 4 Texas. He is now under a suspended 
sentence of two years for a crime committed 
in this city two years ago. He is also wanted 
in Beatrice, Neb., where he forged ten checks, 
nearly all of which were on business ac- 
quaintances of his father. 

The young man first came to Chicago a lit- 
tle more than two years ago. He had been in 
several scrapes prior to his coming here, but 
his father thonght that to surround him with 
new assoviates might lead to his reformation. 
He was mistaken, however, for he had been 
here but a few months ‘when be 
presented a4 check with his father’s 
signature attached for $100 at the Hibern- 
Bank. The cashier told 
the young man he would have to be identified. 
“IT am the son of Gen. Alford of Dallas, 
Tex., he replied, and Mr. Washburne is a 
personal friend of my father. If I get Mr. 
Washburne to ‘O K the check will it be all 
right?“ The cashier said it would. He 
then watched the young man enter Mr. 
Washburne’s office, and in a short time 
reappear with the check O Kd“ with the 
ex-Mayor’s signature. It afterward turned 
out he had entered Mr. Washburne’s office 
and asked that manfora pen. He had pre- 
‘viously. in some unknown manner, obtained 
a copy of Mr. Washburne’s signature. The 
ex-Mayor handed him a pen and he forged 
the ex-Maypr’s name while the latter looked 
innocently on. 

The young Texan was subsequently ar- 
rested and sentenced to two years in prison 
for this offense, but through the influence of 
his father the sentence was suspended subject 
to the prisoner’s good behavior. He left Chi- 
cago upon his release and his father secured 
him a position with Kirkpatrick & Collins, a 
wealthy mercantilo house in Beatrice, Neb, 

Last spring he became weary of living 
an honest life and one aiternoon forged ten 
checks for a total amount of $900 and raised 
the money on them. He left the town and 
went to St. Louis, where he squandered the 
money. When his funds were gone he went 
to Atchison, Kas., where he was arrested and 
taken back to Beatrice. Three months ago, 
with thirteen other prisoners, he broke jail at 
Beatrice. A few days later the young man 
registered as Lewis Henry at the Stag House, 
Van Buren street and Plymouth place. At 
that hotel it was said he seem to have 
oats of money. He drank a great deal. 

‘here he obtained his money is not known. 
It eventually gave out, and when the hotel 
people wanted him to settle for his board he 
forged the check which resulted in his arrest. 


ARE AFTER THE MARSHAL’S SOALP. 


Lake Forest People Think Their Chief of 
Police Is Negiectful. 


Lake Forest is excited over the question of 
removing Marshal Healy for incompetence 
and negligence of duty. Two weeks ago the 
Salvation Army, on invitation of John V. Far- 
well, Mes.

Healy, it is said, stood by and 
never said a word, Just as the lawbreakers 
were about to swoop down on the Salvation- 
ists Mayor Calvin Durand, who had been 
roused out of bed by a messenger, arrived on 
the scene and ordered every one to disperse. 
He had to remain up nearly ail night and do 
police duty to protect the camp. trouble 
did not end there and Friday the Mayor 
was forced to appoint a special policeman to 
insure the safety of the army.

Where an insurahce company does a 
general business, which extends over the en- 
tire country, there are so many laws to keep 
within that a dozen lawyers could hardly keep 
pace with them. The Insurance Commissioner 
of Missouri has just issued a circular notify- 


ing managers and ugents that all receipts for 


local taxes, city and county levies, must be 
filed in his office by Oct. 15 in order that the 
amounts may be deducted from the amount 
charged against the company in the State tax 
account. Missouri imposes a 2 per cent tax 
on gross premiums. Of course this amount 
is paid indirectly by the insured. John C. Line- 
han, Insurance Commissioner of New Hamp- 
shire, has addressed a letter to the officers of 
all companies doing business in that State 
notifying them of a proposed meeting with 
agents and himself and the Attorney-General 
of the State to discuss coinsurance. F. C. 
Moore, President of the Continental, has re- 
plied to this letter, giving his personal views 
to the Com missioner. e says in his letter: 

The late Charles Sumner said truly: Insurance 
is a tax, and a tax upon insurance is a tax upon 
a tax. It certainly is in the nature of a tax for 
it gathers from the multitude in order to pay for 
the calamities of the few. It is perfectly legiti- 
mate that the business of insurance, which is the 


process of collection and distribution. should 
yield a fair profit to the capital of the stockhold- 


| ers, and a fair remuneration to those who are en- 


aged as collectors and distributors of the fund. 
That the fund may be collected equitably from 
all requires the rate of insurance, like the 
rate of taxes, should be b upon some uni- 
form pereen tage of insurance to vaiue. This is 
equitably fixed at 80 per cent. If the assured 
carries this percentage of value he suffers noth- 
ing whatever from the insurance clause. If he 
does not, and this his basis of assessment is low- 
er, his rate of insuranee should be increased, or 
the converse of this may be secured, as in the 
case of the Universal Mercantile Schedule, and 
his rate may be based upon a low percentage of 
value so as to allow him a pro rata reduction in 


his rate according to any higher percentage of

ously, probably will be settled satisfactorily 
to both parties. Ata meeting of the Park 
Commissioners yesterday Attorney D.W. Hef- 
fron and Capt. Parsley, representing the Van 
Buren street line of boats, made overtures to 
the board which will be accepted as soon as 
the steamboat company can put up the neces- 
sary security. Attorney Heffron assured 
the Commissioners he did not deny 
their right to levy tribute on the boats landing 
at the park. All he wanted to show was that 
the tax was excessive owing to the extremely 
light business this season. Capt. Parsley 
showed by the company’s books that each of 
the eight boats of the line had lost $20 dur- 
ing the season, and besides owed the Lincoln 
Park Board $399 for dockage. Unless better 
terms could be made the boats would have to 
be tied up to their docks. 

President Crawford criticised the way the 
steamboat men had attempted to assert an al- 
leged right by force. He charactcrized this 
action as unmanly and unbusinesslike. It had 
tended to forfeit the good willof the board 
toward the boat people. Then he charged the 
boatmen with bad faith in not making the 
proper return of the number of passengers 
carried, 

Capt. Parsley resented the charges and de- 
clared the only unfair business method was 
on the part of the Park Board. 

After this the board. got down to business 
and quickly refused a proposition from the 
boat men to declare all obligations off and 
begin over again at a general rate 
of 10 per cent. Another proposition was 
made to pay half of the existing obligations, 
$200, by instaliments of 20 per cent of. the 
gross receipts each week until the debt was 
paid in full. The board acquiesced in this 
arrangement, but demanded security. As 
this could not be furnished at once the matter 
went over till today, when it isexpected every- 
thing will be amicably settled. 

It is probable there would have been merry 
war at the park again yesterday had it not 
been for a strong northeast wind which came 
up early in the day and prevented 
the boats from making their regular 
trips to the park. The only boat 
which dared defy the waves and the 
park policemen was the Minnie B., which 
made a trip at 11:30. It had five passengers 
on board for the park. When it reached the 
Sanitarium pier the waves were rolling so 
high no landing could be made. A dozen 
gray-coated policemen stood on the dock and 
smiled when the boat pulled out, But their 
merriment was turned to chagrin when the 
boat steamed four blocks south and disem- 
barked the passengers. The policemen made 
a run for the landing, but the boat had taken 
A. lines and steamed away before they got 
there. 

A communication was read from Johnny 
Hand at the Lincoln Park Board meeting 
yesterday asking permission to give an extra 
concert at the conclusion of his series of 
twelve concerts, Mr. Hand said at this con- 
cert his orchestra would play American hymns 
with a full chorus if the board would allow 
him $50. This request was granted. The 
matter of completing the Lake Shore drive 
north of Belmont avenue was referred to the 
Boulevard committee for consideration as to 
whether the work shou!d be done by contract 
or by emplovés of the board. 


BIRMINGHAM DROPPED FROM FORCE. 


Man Who Posed for the Haymarket Statue 
Loses His Job. 

By an order of the Trial Board of the Police. 
Department issued yesterday Officer Thomas 
Birmingham, known as the man who posed 
for the Haymarket police statue, was dropped 
from the force. Birmingham was tried at the 
meeting last week on charges of neglect of 
duty and failure to act on the instructions of 
his superior officers. Birmingham has for a 
number of years guarded the crossing at 
Madison and Clark streets and was the best 
proportioned man on the force. Chief Bren- 
nan states that for two or three years he has 
been on the down grade and that his discharge 
was inevitable. The chief was lenient with 
him, but it did no good. and it finally became 
necessary todismiss him from the depart- 
ment. Besides the case of Birmmgham there 
were thirteen other cases of dismissal and 
nine cases where officers were fined. Patrol- 
man Edgeworth was suspended from the force 
pending an investigation by Chief Brennan of 
the complaint that he circulated false reports 
to the effect that Street Superintendent Mc- 
Carthy was concerned in a brawl at McFad- 
den’s saloon, No. 1405 Indiana avenue, last 
week.

It seems to me that is 
the rational and philosophical solution. 
With the introduction of labor-saving ma- 
chinery—that is a misnomer—of labor dis- 
placing machinery and unrestricted foreign 
emigration we now have a spectacie of ten 
wage-workers who have families dependent 
upon their support bidding for the same job 
of work. One of these ten men gets the work 
on his bid and the others are out of work. 
This country has been a dumping ground for 
immigrants.

SONS OF VETERANS. 


ORDER BEGINS ITS SESSION AT DAV- 
ENPORT, IA. 


Commander-in-Chief Recommends Reor- 
ganization and Change of Name—Good 
Wheat Crop in Illinois—Yield Has Been 
Exceeded but Three Times in the His- 
tory of the State-Wife of Dr. Cheno- 
weth of Decatur in Chicago to Learn, 
if Possible, Why He Left. 

Davenport, Ia., Aug. 20.—[Special.]—Dav- 
enport is gay today with flags and bunting in 
honor of the sons of union defenders, who 
are assembled here from all parts of the 
country. Among the first delegates were 


Maj. and Mrs. A. P. Davis of Pittsburg, the 


former the founder of the order of Sons of 
Veterans and the latter the organizer of the 
Ladies’ Aid Society, the auxiliary branch of 
the order, Commander-in-Chief Joseph A. 
McCabe and staff arrived Sunday night and 
established headquarters at once at the Kim- 
ball House. Miss Belle Gray of Washington, 
Ia., President of the Aid Society, and staff 
are also here, with headquarters at the St. 
James. Thore are several hundred delegates 
and uniformed members of the guard here, 
with additional arrivals expected. 

The opening session of the commandery-in- 
chief was called to order at 10 o'clock a. m. 
by Commander-in-Chief McCabe. This will 
be the most important encampment in the 
history of the order. The question of insur- 
ance, a third degree ritual, and sick and 
funeral benefits will come up for final settle- 
tment. There will also be a pretty contest for 
the office of Commander-iu-Chief, George T. 
Clarkson of Pittsburg, George H. Hurlbut of 
Belvidere, III.; W. E. Bundy of Cincinnati, 
O.; and E. H. Milham of St. Paul, Minn., 
being the parties to a four-cornered contest. 

The reports showed the commandery-in- 
chief and the various division commanderies 
to be in better financial condition than ever 
before, although the membership of the order 
in good standing has decreased during the 
last year on account of backwardness in pay- 
ment of the annual dues. The number of 
camps, according to reports June 30, was 


1.257, against 1.377 a year before; and the 


membership 34,049, ‘against 38,072 in 
1893. 

One of the important recommendations of 
the Commander-in-Chief is that the present 
guard, an independent organization, be dis- 
banded, and the remnants reorganized under 
the jurisdiction of the various division com- 


_ manderies ofthe order; also that the order of 


Sons of Veterans be organized and conducted 
ona military basis and that its name be changed 


to the Military Order of the Sons of Veterans.

WHEAT CROP IS GOOD IN ILLINOIS, 


Yield Has Been Exceeded but Three Times 
in the History of the State. 


Sprincrigip, III., Aug. 20.— [Special. 
The following bulletin on the wheat crop was 
issued today by the State Board of Agricul- 
ture: 

According to the reports received at the IIli- 
nois Department of Agriculture the area of the 
wheat crop of 1894 was 2,071,354 acres, the 
largest devoted to this cereal since 1888. That 
the ssason was unusually favorable for the 
growth of wheat is proved by the immense yield 
of 41.318099 bushels, a wheat product 
which has been exceeded but three 
times in the statistical history of 
the State, in the years 1879, 1880, and 
1882. The average yield per acre of twenty 
bushels has never been exceeded. But littie 
wheat is raised in the northern division of the 
State—only 2.391.757 bushels—but in Central 
and Southern Illinois the product amounted to 
20,766,232 and 18,157,110 bushels respectively. 
The yield per acre in Northern Lllinois was 21 
bushels, in Central [Illinois 22 bushels, and in 
Southern IIlinois 18 bushels. The quality of the 
berry is ——ů— but little damage of any kind 
having occurred. The value of the wheat 
crop at the prevailing price Aug. 1. 
43 cents a bushel, amounts to but 
$17,841,353. If the area seeded to wheat this 
fall is as large as last year it will require 2,761,- 
809 bushels at the rate of one and one-third 
bushels per acre for seed, and allowing four 
bushels per capita for food on the population ac- 
cording to the cénsus of 1890, which will take 
15,271,328 bushels more, making a total of 18,- 
033,137 bushels needed for seed and consump- 
tion in the State, there will be a surplus for ex- 

rt of 23.281.962 bushels. This report has 

n delayed that every county of the State 
might be included in it. 

Torexa,. Kas., Aug. S 
T. B. Jennings of the Kansas Weather Bureau 
issued the following weather and crop bulletin 
this evening: 

Good rains have fallen in the extreme northern 
counties of the eastern division and in Cloud 
and Republic and in the southern part of the 
middle and eastern divisions, except in Cowley, 
Chautauqua, and the southern part of Montgom- 
ery, while over the rest of the State little or no 
rain fell. Stock water is ming very scarce, 
as the rains were not heavy enough to affect 
creeks and wells. Late potatoes will generally 
be a short crop. Apples continue to fali badly. 

Exaiy, III., Aug. 20.— [Special. A fine rain 
freshened grass and corn in this vicinity to- 
day. Farmers are much encouraged over tho 
outlook. 

Mexico, Mo., Aug. 20.—[Special.}]—The 
protracted drought was euded in this section 
this afternoon by asplendid rain. It seems 
to be general and still descending.
